| reckon the reason that you get so many letters from readers saying that Invincible 
reminds them of comics they read іп the 90's, 80's, etc is because of how it's plotted. 
You're juggling so many plotlines in every issue, and that's not a style of plotting 
that's been seen very often of late. | don't know if that's because writers nowadays 
don't stick to titles long enough to develop such interweaving plots, or because of the 
general industry move to neat, self-contained six-or-seven issue storylines, perfect 
for the trade collection; anyway, | like the way you're putting the stories together, so 
keep it up. 


For me — this is how comics should be done, a tangled web of multiple stories 
that are all tied together by the main character. That’s how all the best comics 
were done, that's how I do pretty much all of my superhero books. It's just what I 
prefer. Modern comics are cool, and people do use subplots from time to time, but 
1 really think there should be more of it out there. Glad you like it to. 


I'm particularly enjoying the Robot/Monster Girl storyline, which is touching without 
being soppy, and I’m hoping that things will end well for the couple, although happy 
endings usually aren't as dramatic as tragedies... 


Very true... 


Also a highlight is Allen's sneaky infiltration of the Viltrumite prison, and 1 can't wait 
to see what he's going to say to Nolan now they've met at last. The best plotline in 
the comic right now, though, is the developing relationship between Invincible and his 
brother. Oliver's an endearing little squirt, and it's great to see more of him. 


You will greatly enjoy everything that’s coming after issue 50. 


I'm not too interested in the zombie-robots and sneaky government stuff, but we'll 
see where it goes. I've not been disappointed by an Invincible story yet.
